“Again, rapidity a* well aa accuracy 
in to be aimed at, though accuracy must 
come first. 

“Another phase of arithmetic invalu¬ 
able for buaiueas eqipment is the power 
of making rapid mental ralculatioua. A 
teacher will often find that sluggish In¬ 
terest and indifferent work may be cor¬ 
rected by appealing to erery-day affair*, 
simple actual problem* in buying and 
selling, requiring all the calculations to 
be aoue mmtallv. The reality of it all 
appeals to the child's Judgment. Manual 
training ia a great adjunct to the accur¬ 
ate teaching of arithmetic, and here 
agaiu the practical aide, the real need 
pf true fflfcRbUiuu u presented to the 
pupil. In laying out the five nr six part* 
of a *!mp»c box from a long piece of 
wood, multiplication and division of 
iochea aod fraction* of inches must be 
used. Bnbtraetion of fractions enter* 
into the cutting of tfie end* to fit the

POfit— Jflfi* for education are limited to 
the time that they can bo of no uso to 
their famltie* a* bread winners. Hardly 
one per cent, of the entire school popula¬ 
tion ever attains to what we call higher 
education, less than two per cent, to tka 
grade of our High schools, while much 
more than half leave on-.,or before the 
completion of the elementary grade. By 
far the larger number of pupils leave 
school as soon as they have acquired tbe 
rudiments of learning, as soon as they 
have enough of the symbol* of reading, 
writing and calculating to be of practical 
use to them in getting a living; and this 
while our educational leaders are talking 
of culture for the Individual and tbe de¬ 
velopment of personality. 

“With sui h pupils a teacher Is obliged 
to lay aside some of the Ideal aims of 
education and consider each subject In 
the light of ita practical value. And 
first arithmetic: Arithmetic haa been 
lung remgnixr:! aa a valuable educator 
from the formal or disciplinary point of 
, view, and It certainly i* of the greatest 
1 possible value aa a preparation for busi¬ 
ness life. Not only is the boy trained lo 
a clear logical method of thoaikt which 
leads to rutioual manner of thinking in 
manhood, but also he ia given tha? basis 
of the knowledge necessary in cotmner-

BIRDS AND OrRllANTB. 

A rather striking instance of the utility 
of birds in gardens is spoken of by Mr.

He writes: ”1 like birib mi much 
and currant* so little thnt we get a Muall 
crop indeed of that fruit, whereas a

Ild* currant 
bushes, while stilt laden wifh a mannifi- 
ivot crop of ruby fruit, began suddenly 
to drop tbelr leaves. On n«,m* k . which 
had not fully ripened tbelr fruit, tbe 
berries shrivelled also, floiag to investi¬ 
gate this phenomenon. I cut off some of 
the dead branches, and found, as 1 had 
expected, that* tbe pith bad been tunnel 
led out by the caterpillars of the currant 
obarwiNtf moth. This 1141b m»th is very 
good to eat. from tha birds' point of 
view, aa n* shown hy hb having n-auiu«d 
the appearance of a wasp, with clear 
wing* and goid-batided bogy, fur the 
parfioae of protection. Itad«le the wire 
netting, however, he b completely safe, 
and we ses die result of Uie exrittshm of 
bints In the death of the entrant buoliea."
